The ease was to bo heard in the 
court room at 10 o'clock Tuesday, but 
the evident fear that Is upon, the 
Italian residents, prevented the court 
from securing the services of aft in¬ 
terpreter as well as the attendance of 
important witnesses.

The presence on the street and in the 
court room of a business like appearing 
Italian woman, who seemed to bo at 
adviser of the prisoner, created some 
speculation, and. as Italian told the. 


CLTIZKN man that she would keep the 
gang posted regarding those who testi¬ 
fied in tho eases. 

. The prisoner is a small man, with 
small black, shifting eyes, and while 
he did not look like a, fierce bandit, his 
face did not remind one of a mint by 
several marks. 

At 1:80 p. m, the court was called 
to order, and Domic told his story 
through aft interpreter, which did not 
vary from the preceding account. It 
was. additionally brought out that 
Rezitano demanded $20 of Domic, and 
Domic told him to work and earn it, 
and Rezitano intimated that working 
was not in his lay at all. 

Rezitauo pleaded "not guilty,” but 
had no counsel. He. had two rather 
ignorant looking Italians who could 
not throw much light upon the matter, 
testifying in Ms behalf. Joe Bill, who 
was said by the complainant to have
